WASHINGTON. Aug. IO.— Open sessions of the disarma­ 
ment conference were demanded in the senate today by Senator 
Johnson, California. 
T he first test of the success of the great disarmament con­ 
ference to be held here will come on the question of open ses­ 
sions,” declared Johnson. 
If the sessions are open, the public of the world may know 
what is going on and judge sincerity of the purposes of the rep­ 
resentatives of all the nations gathered here, Johnson added.

versation between Lodge and Johnson on the subject. 
“The conversation is imaginary,” said Lodge. 
“It is partly correct, but does Senator Lodge an injustice,” 
said Johnson.

That the concrete pipe demonstra­ 
tions started by the Orange county 
farm bureau will ultimately have the 
result of saving ranchers thousands 
of dollars in loss of irrigation wa-, 
ter, is the declaration of at least one 
pipe dealer, 
Farm Advisor H. E.j 
Wahfberg stated today. 
“A good deal of favorable reaction 
has resulted from the recent dem­ 
onstrations held in Santa Ana and 
Fullerton,’' said Wahlberg. 
“Farmers who previously bonght 
irrigation pipe on looks and cut rate 
prices have found upon investiga­ 
tion and in many cases sad experi­ 
ence that the cheap pipe was the 
most expensive in the long run. 
“The only logical way to get qual­ 
ity pipe is to buy on pressure test. 
“A pipe that will undergo reason­ 
able pressure has been made of good, 
clean material — clean 
sand 
and 
gravel.” 
Rock Dust Used 


Big Gain Shown In Scope 
of Farm Advisors’ 
Activities in State 


During 1919 the farm advisors 
in California made 25,116 farm 
visits to help solve specific prob­ 
lems at the request of the farm­ 
ers, according to B. H. Crocber- 
cn, state leader of farm advis­ 
ors, a copy of whose annual re­ 
port has been received here. 
During 1920, the report contin­ 
ues, the farm visits so made in­ 
creased to 26,689. 
The number 
of persons who called at the ag­ 
ricultural extension offices in the 
counties to ask advice increased 
from 47,306 in 1919 to 57,062 in 
1920. 
There was also a great 
increase in the number of meet­ 
ings, from 5479 in 1919 to 8184 
in 1920, while the total attendance 
at these meetings increased from 
206,475 to 323,266. 
During every 
working day of the year the farm 
advisors held an average of 27 
meetings, at each of which there 
were present a group of 41 rural 
persons. 
The boys* agricultural clubs in­ 
creased from the 1919 enrollment 
of 2084 to 2798, while the num­ 
ber of those who handed in defin­ 
ite records of their work increas­ 
ed from 1249 to 1550.

MONTICELLO FOR AMERICA

An obscure item in the foreign news the other 
day stated that the Japanese governm ent had sent a 
representative to China to try to m ake final arrange­ 
m ents for the return of Shantung to that country. 
This action im m ediately follow ed Japanese accept­ 
ance of the invitation to the W ashington conference, 
on the basis laid down by Secretary Hughes. 
It is not at all unexpected. 
It is natural that if 
Japan is to com e to W ashington at all, she should 
prefer to com e, as one of her own public men has ex­ 
pressed it, “with clean hands." 
The governm ent at 
Tokio will doubtless m ake a genuine effort to clean 
up the Shantung situation, before Armistice D ay. and 
along with it, the Yap situation and the Siberian situa­ 
tion and the California situation. 
Thus the w holesom e effects of the proposed con­ 
ference are already being anticipated, though the 
m eeting is yet three m onths distant. 
Other plowers 
also are likely to do their best to elim inate any situa­ 
tions that would not look well 
if 
dragged to 
the 
w orld’s gaze at W ashington. 
T h e efforts of the Brit­ 
ish governm ent to com e to term s with Ireland are 
doubtless hastened by this very consideration. 
The stage is being set, and all the plowers, includ­ 
ing die United States, are beginning to feel that they 
had better be on their good behavior, lest they find 
them selves in a glass house in ca se of any diplom atic 
stone-throwing. 
It looks like the beginning o f a new 
and hopeful era. 


CHAMPION OIL PORT 


The old hom e of Thom as Jefferson is for sale. It 
belongs to former Congressman Jefferson M. Levy 
o f New York. 
After restoring such parts o f it as 
needed restoration, and putting the whole place into 
excellent condition, he has offered it to the govern­ 
ment or to any private citizen or organization that is 
“able and w orthy” to own such a shrine. 
The pro­ 
posed price is $ 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 and is said to be much less 
than the present owner has spent on the place. 


It is hardly to be expected that Congress will vote 
m oney for any such purpose just now. 
It is an era 
of econom y. 
Congress is supposed to be spending 
m oney only for bare necessities of national life. Mon­ 
ticello may be regarded as a luxury. 


M oreover, partisan considerations ought not to 
have much to do with the mctter. 
In Jefferson’s 
time the two big parties had not yet taken distinctive 
form. 
The political philosophy he preached was so 
broad that he m ay be justly claim ed by all liberal- 
m inded Am ericans in much the same sense as Lincoln 
m ay be. 
He is recognized as one of the biggest of 
the group of big men who m ade the nation and gave 
it its free character and institutions. 
His hom e in 
Virginia was in keeping with the man, as was W ash- j 
ington’s, and M onticello has always been a shrine of 
Americanism second to none but Mount Vernon. 
It is much to be desired that, if Congress cannot 
see its way clear to acquire Monticello as a national 
memorial at this time, some patriotic organization 
will take it up. following the fine exam ple of the 
D. A. R. with Mount Vernon.

Once Bayonne, N. J., claim ed first honors as an 
oil port, then Beaum ont, T exas, and in these last 
years, Tam pico. 
Now the title shifts again. 
Abadan, a sea-port made to order on the site of 
an altogether insignificant Persian village, lays claim 
to the distinction. 
It is the port through which the oil 
of the great Persian fields, perhaps the richest in the 
world, finds its way out to serve modern civilization. 
Only the most recent maps show Abadan. 
It lies 
on the eastern bank o f the Shatt-A!-Arab, as the com ­ 
bined Tigris and Euphrates is know n, som e 5 0 miles 
above the Persian gulf. 
Great jetties accom m odate 
the tankers which call there. 
Great refineries are 
working night and day, on the crude oil w hich com es 
down through three great pipe lines from pools 150 
miles away. 
Their products include benzine, kero­ 
sene, gasoline, lubricating oils and fuel oils and par­ 
affin wax. 
British capital is planning enorm ous ex­ 
pansions in the near future. 
T he British governm ent 
is co-operating in the m aintenance o f an edequate 
channel through the great bar at the m outh o f the 
river. 


Abadan is an odd name for a tow n, and the town 
itself is a long w ay from M ain Street, but there is 
real romance in it, in spite of the odors w hich must 
rise from the w hole neighborhood. 
The geography of 
business is rom antic, anyhow, once you sit down to 
think of it. 


R eaders of the new spapers cannot but have ob­ 
served that m ost automobile tragedies are, prim arily, 
the result of such recklessness on somebody’s part 
as the law prohibits.

FINES FOR ABSENT S0L0NS 


W hile the m ajority of congressm en are wailing 
loudly for a vacation, one of their number has coolly 
introduced a bill which, if it carries, should be most 
efficacious in keeping delinquent law-makers on the 
job. 


Representative Kissel of New York is the guilty 
soul. 
His m easure proposes to double the pay for a 
congressm an, m aking it $ 1 5 ,0 0 0 a year. 
But he will 
receive this only in case of regular attendance. Fines 
are proposed, ranging from $ 3 0 0 a day for absence 
from a 50-day session to $75 a day for absence from 
a 200-day session. 
The m em ber is to be classed as 
absent if he fails to respond to roll-call, and in case 
o f consecutive absence for 30 days will lose his seat. 
The public probably will not regard the proposal 
for higher congressional salaries very favorably just 
now. but the rest o f the bill should rouse genuine en­ 
thusiasm. 
Any m easure should meet with popular 
favor which puts an effective ch eck upon the ancient 
art of dallying in the most im portant offices o f the 
nation.
